1:30 o'clock yesterday morning the North- 
bound passenger train, on the Houston 
& Central Railway, was wrecked at Clear 
Creek Station, about three miles south 
of Hempstead. 
Parties just from the 


gceno describe the wreck as being of 
the most appalling nature. It appears 
that the spikes had all been pulled and the 
flsh plates loosened on a rail, which was 
misplaced sufficiently to throw the train 
down a thirty-foot embankment. To all 
appearances, as seen from the locomotive 
In the glare of the headlight, the rail ap- 
peared all right. 
Going at a Uvcnty-two- 


mile-an-hour rate, the tram which left 
Houston at 10:16 p. m. struck the treach- 
erous rail, and In an instant locomotive, 
tender, baggage-car and coaches were 
piled up in a wreck at tlie foot of the em- 
bankment.

These minnto planetary bodies wan- 


dering through space around the sun, 
aro mneh more numerous in some 
places than others, occasionally foim- 
iiig n collective ring, in some, parts of 
which great numbers aro met with. 
And this accounts for the extraordinary 
meteoric showers on record. I suppose 
nearly everj body lias heard of the won- 
derful meteoric shower which occurred 
onrly in the morning of November 13, 
1833. It scorned like all the slars of! 
heaven were increased in brightness 
nnd falling lo the earth. The alarm 
which it caused was very great. Wonder 
liow many people would bo scared by 
such an exhibition in these latter days! 
A similar shovy. though not so groat, 
was witnessed in 179i)—just thirty-four 
years before; and another still less, 
though very considerable, in exactly 
thirty-thrco years afterwards, viz: Nd- 
.vember 13, 18CU. But it was much 
more prominent in England than in 
America. 


Sometimes a largo metcoroid strikes 


tbe atmosphere witli such violenco as to 
explode with a loud noise, and break in 
several pieces, which fly along in their 
separate tracks. A noted example of 
this kind was seen by many persons in 
this State at nine o'clock iu tho evening 
of December 21, 1870. When meteor- 
ites aro analyzed and examined with a 
microscope, they are found to be com- 
posed largely of iron, mixed with other 
substances, all of which aro known to 
exist on the earth, but in different pro- 
portions of combinations. So that a 
meteorite, as a mass, is different from 
any other body we know of, although 
of the same materials differently put to- 
gether. Besides the group of meleor- 
oids which the earth passes, or pene- 
trates, near tho middle of November 
each year, there is another which wo 
pass about the 10th of Augnst, when wa 
may expect that shooting stars will be 
more numerous than they are in ordi- 
nary clear nights. 


Observations for a number of years 


show that the August meteors generally 
move in a direction from north to south, 
and by extending their paths northerly 
they seem to meet in tho constellation 
Perseus, near the northeastern horizon. 
This is called the radiant point, and the 
August meteors are called Perseids. 
The November meteors are called 
lieonids, because their radiant point is ia 
l«o.

Perhaps no other single metcorito 
ever caused so great a sensation, 
or created so ranch interest in several1 
ways, as one seen to fall about noon in a 
wheat-Weld near Ktisisheim.Germany, on 
November 7, U!»L>. A strange and loud 
noise was heard between eleven and 
twelve in the morning over a considera- 
ble portion of Southern Germany and, 
Switzerland, followed by a confused; 
roar, and the fall of a great stone fromj 
the air. it was taken from a depth or 
nearly sit Icet, and weighed two, 
hundred aud sixty pounds.
